CARBURETOR 


GETS 200 MPG! 


BY R.C. WEBSTER 
WASHINGTON—Establishment of a new world 
record for fuel economy—an incredible 1,368 miles 
per gallon achieved in the Shell Motor Mileage 
Marathon by a special three-wheel vehicle with 90cc 
engine—has touched off a stampede among car 
manufacturers and tinkerers to drastically increase 
the gas mileage of cars. 

They are attempting to achieve this by means of 
the Pogue Carburetor, a device which the Ford Mo- 
tor Co. has shown can deliver over 200 mpg to an 
ordinary sedan. This gas-miserly carburetor has 
never been mass-produced. 

The Pogue is covered by several patents issued 
by the U.S. Patent Office here, but a recent book 
asserts that the patents are invalid, that anyone can 
now build the Pogue without legal restraint. 

As a result, vendors, parts manufacturers and 
entrepreneurs are racing to mass-produce this peer- 
less fuel conserver. 

The book, Secrets of the 200 MPG Carburetor, 
contains full details, instructions and diagrams on 
how to construct the Pogue. It states that anyone 
can build the carburetor, even in a home work- 
shop. Copies are available from Premier Distrib- 
uting, P.O. Box 404-V, New York, N.Y. 10019, at 
$5.95 (plus $1 to cover the costs of postage and 
handling; total, $6.95). 

The Pogue Carburetor is named for its inven- 
tor, Charles N. Pogue, now 81 and ailing in a 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, nursing home. Pogue is 
making no attempt to prevent others from pro- 
ducing and marketing his invention. 

205 MPG 

The Ford Motor Co. of Canada, in a test docu- 
mented in Secrets of the 200 MPG Carburetor, 
proved that the Pogue Carburetor does indeed 
achieve a remarkable 25.7 miles per pint—or 205 
miles per gallon. 

Allan Wallace, author of Secrets of the 200 
MPG ‘Carburetor, says the Pogue’s gas mileage is 
not all that remarkable. 

He contends that others have invented carbu- 


retors with exceptionally high gas mileages, too, 
but that the American people have been kept in 
the dark about them by the oil companies in or- 
der to preserve gas sales.

“If enough people are tooling around in 100-mpg 
cars, the auto and oil industries will have no 
choice but to offer fuel-efficient carburetors in all 
production models.”’ 

80% FUEL WASTE 

Wallace says the average car burns only 20 per- 
cent of the fuel it consumes. The rest is lost, un- 
burned, and is emitted through the tailpipe to pol- 
lute the atmosphere. 

All successful high-mileage carburetors drasti- 
cally increase the percentage of fuel vaporized and 
burned. ‘‘There is no reason why the average car’s 
20 percent can’t be increased to 80 percent,’’ Wal- 
lace asserts. 

‘The carburetor of today is little changed from 
what it was 50 years ago,’’ he says. ‘‘I’m hoping 
that my book will spur a change—to the benefit of 
the nation, the ecology, and the consumer.”’

strength of conviction in the face of 
massive potential criticism ‘from 
fellow wrestlers and the fans 
at large. 

Bad Leroy Brown has made just 
such a move and has done so with 
admirable success. Now teaming 
with Kevin Sullivan in the Georgia 
area, Brown has denied a past that 
has included tag team competition 
with partner Ernie Ladd and a 
number of harsh battles with such 
competitors as Ted DiBiase and 
Jake Roberts. 

For this reason, Bad Leroy 
Brown has been chosen Sports 
Review Wrestling’s Wrestler of the 
Month. 

“This is a tremendous honor,” 
said Brown, “and I’m real happy to 
be able to accept it. You know, a 
lot of my career has been pretty 


tough, and I’ve had to face a lot of 


strong guys over the past years, but 
it’s nice to know that there are 
people out there who appreciate 


my efforts. 

“You know, wrestling can be a 
lonely sport sometimes,” admitted 
Brown. “Unless you’re a major 
champion like a Ric Flair ora Nick 
Bockwinkel, there’s a good chance 


that you'll wind up _ being 
completely ignored: by the 
newspapers and the magazines.

EAH, YEAH, I know what 

you’re thinking. Another 
story knocking Ric Flair and it’s 
all because the guy is NWA cham- 
pion, and if he weren’t wearing 
the belt we wouldn’t be so hard on 
him. 

Well, you’re right. If he weren’t 
champion he’d probably be a hun- 
gry man; hungry for the title, hun- 
gry for a taste of the glory that 
eludes even the most minor of 
two-bit contenders. 

But Ric Flair is not a contender 
any longer, and he hasn’t been 
one for a long time.

He’s forgotten what it 
means to need something so badly 
that you’d risk your very career on 
a one in a thousand chance of get- 
ting it.

self at 120 percent efficiency... 
because the men he’s defending 
his title against are working at 110 
percent. He’s forgotten that a 
champion has to stay two steps 
ahead of the pack. Because Flair 


has forgotten all of these things, 
his claim on the NWA title con- 
tinues to weaken. 

Yeah, yeah, I know what you’re 
thinking. But nobody ever claims 
that criticism like this of Flair isn’t 
justified; they just claim that 
there’s too much of it. 

Well, that’s right, too. You 
don’t hear people saying that Bob 
Backlund has ignored his title, 
that he’s let his abilities slide, that 


|: he will soon be losing the title. 


Whether you like him or dislike 
him, Backlund is like a wrestling 
machine. He eats, sleeps, and 
breathes wrestling, and this ena- 
bles him to maintain such a strong 
hold on his title. 

Flair, on the other hand, prefers 
to live life in the fast lane and for- 
get about the things he must do in 
order to keep his title, a title he 
will soon lose if he doesn’t reverse 
this dangerous trend. 

Take his match with Dick Slater 
as an example. Flair managed to 
find himself in situations that he’s 


With each passing day, Ric Flair’s claim on the NWA 
title seems to grow weaker and weaker. So says veteran 
wrestling journalist Matt Brock, who examines Flair’s 
recent match with Dick Slater and comes to the 
conclusion that his title reign may soon be over 
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never seen since he’s been cham- 
pion, and that he certainly would 
never have ‘gotten himself into if 
he were still hungry and on top of 
his form. 

Anyone who was there will tell 
you the story, and even the most 
fleeting glance at the photos on 
these pages tells the story with 
startling clarity. With Slater in 
charge for virtually the entire 
match, Flair simply looked sick. 

When Slater had Flair on the 
mat, he drove his fist into the 
champion’s forehead a few dozen 
times. . .Slater bodyslammed Flair 
with brutal precision. ..Slater 
caught Flair in an agonizing ab- 
dominal stretch...again and 
again, these scenes were repeated, 
and again and again Flair came 
out looking to be:the loser. 

Yeah, yeah, I know what you’re 
thinking. But if you were there, 
you would have seen what I saw: a 
champion on the verge of losing 
his title resorting to an attack of 
his opponent outside of the ring 
and causing himself to be dis- 
qualified. 

Now I’m not saying that Flair 
did that on purpose, I’m not say- 
ing that at all. What I am saying is 
that Flair probably realized, as the 
match progressed, that he has in 
fact neglected his own training 
and that he was getting himself in- 
to dangerous situations that he 
never should be in against Dick 
Slater—or any contender for that 
matter. 

What I’m saying is that real- 
izing his own weaknesses, Flair 
lost control of himself and didn’t 
actually realize what he was doing 
in attacking Slater while his arms 
were tied up in the ropes. He was 
so engrossed in trying to prove to 
everyone present that he wasn’t 
deteriorated that he simply didn’t 
realize he was reaching the point 
of disqualification. 

I’m not saying Flair would 
cause himself to be disqualified 
because he realized he might lose 
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Slater does a dance on the champion’s head. If Flair continues to take his training so

lightly, he can expect more beatings like this in the future. And eventually, that will 


mean the end of his title reign. 


the title. He’s not that far gone... 
yet. 

Yeah, yeah, I know what you’re 
thinking.

Just read what the wrestling press 
in general is saying about Flair, 
and then watch his matches for

Masked and dangerous, 

The Dream Machine is one man you 
would want to have on your side 

at all costs. Jerry Lawler and Bill Dundee 
gained his. trust, but Dream Machine 
soon learned the sweetness of revenge 
and the strength of his friendship 
with manager Jimmy Hart 
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on all you people out 
there, just so’s there won't be no mis- 
take made about where The 
Dream Machine stands. I’m not 
finished with Lawler yet, | ain’t 
done my last number on his head 
quite yet. Now Lawler, he’s all 
happy just ‘cause he beat the 
Dream once, but he didn’t really 
beat me, he just sort of sneaked 
around to the back door while | 
was answering the front. That’s 
okay, ain’t no rust off my rump, 
but | do want him again. | do wan- 
na bring my 270 pounds of sweet- 
lovin’, huggin’, blue-eyed, baby- 
faced soul down across his body 
one mo’ time! It’s gonna be a 
whole ‘nother boogie when | do!”’ 


There is an obvious hatred be- 
tween Jerry Lawler and the Dream 
Machine. As Mid-America cham- 
pion (he beat Dutch Mantell for 
that honor) and premier wrestler 
in the First Family of wrestling 
(managed by Jimmy Hart), The 
Dream Machine has been causing 
nightmares in his opponents’ 
minds and pain in their bodies. 

In late 1980, Dream Machine 
joined Hart and the First Family, 
but soon became disenchanted 
with the manager because he 
failed to get him any main event 
matches. When the Family at- 
tacked Bill Dundee, Dream came 
to Dundee’s aid and a separation 
between Dream and Hart 
developed. 


Once again under the management of 
Jimmy Hart (top), The Dream Machine 
has captured the Mid-America title and 
defends against Jimmy Valiant (above). 
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Dream Machine pulls Dutch Mantel from 
the ring by his hair and slams his head 
into a steel stanchion. 


“You brought me in here, Jim- 
my Hart, you .promised me dia- 
mond rings and Cadillacs,” said 
Dream Machine at the time 
(March 1981), “but instead you 
gave me cigar bands and Opel 
Cadets, you little punk. Well, 
don’t nobody mess with the 
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Dream's head, and don’t nobody 
jack with the Dream’s paycheck. | 
got a man named Billy Dundee 
what can boogie with the best, 
and I know he ain’t gonna be stab- 
bing me in the back like you did, 
sucker!” 

Well, Dundee and Dream 
worked so well together that they 
managed to capture the Southern 
tag team belts and defended those 
belts successfully quite a number 


of times. It even seemed as if 
some sort of a positive friendship 
had developed between Dream 
and Jerry Lawler, Dundee’s best 
friend. 

Then there was the match in 
which Dream Machine had to un- 
mask in front of a packed arena. 
Not that he wanted to, but he be- 
came involved in a match that if 
he lost, he would have to reveal 
his face to the world. 


When Dream lost that match, 
he refused to take off his mask. 
Bill Dundee and Jerry Lawler 
came into the ring, spoke with 
Dream, and convinced him that he 
did in fact have to unmask, al- 
though a towel wrapped around 
Dream’s head served to help 
shield his face. Nevertheless, his 
face was seen for a split-second 
by the thousands of fans on hand 
for that match, and Dream Ma- 
chine didn’t like it one bit. 

What really began to eat away 
at Dream, following that incident, 
was the fact that two men who 
were supposedly friends of his, 
forced him to do something that 
he absolutely did: not want to do 
under any circumstances. The 
truth suddenly became very clear 
to Dream Machine. And when it 
did, he reacted violently. 

“Everybody come up to me and 
said, ‘Why, Dream, why did you 
jump Jerry Lawler with a tire tool, 
why did you beat him ‘til he 
couldn’t stand on his own two 
feet?’ ‘" The Dream Machine said 
in a press release. 

“Well,’” Dream continued, 
“maybe you people’s too stupid to 
see what's been going down lately 
for the Dream. | lost my mask, 
baby, the only thing in the world | 
had that nobody could take away, 
and | had to show everybody my 
face. 

“Jimmy Hart’s done learned his 
lesson about how to treat the 
Dream,’ said Dream Machine, 
“Jimmy Hart’s done smartened 
up. No more back seat for the 
Dream, no more puny paychecks, 
it's gonna be main event, first 
class, diamonds and Cadillacs all 
the way. If Jimmy Hart had been 
my manager, he’d never let them 
sign me to a match where | might 
lose my mask.” 

So experience has proved to 
Dream Machine that Jimmy Hart 
may in fact be the right manager 
for him. When Lawler and Dun- 
dee turned on Dream, he realized 
that Hart was looking out for his

It had started out simply

He was calmly 
explaining his initial strategies 
for the match. He was saying 
how he believed Sheik to be one 
of the toughest opponents he 
would face in a long time. Those 
words proved to be prophetic, 
but a lot sooner than Rhodes 
expected. 

Seemingly from out of 
nowhere, Sheik came running 
from the dressing room. Though 
still dressed in his street clothes, 
the wicked wrestler began to 
attack Dusty. There was no 


reason for this assault. But 
for some reason known only to 
the vicious brawler, he had to 
attack on this night. 

In front of the cameras, 
Sheik and Dusty engaged in a 
vicious and brutal battle.

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THE PIPER- RICH 
FEUD DESTROY 
GEORGIA WRESTLING? 


For many years, Georgia wrestling has been synonymous 
with excellence in competition and sportsmanship. The 
heated battle between Roddy Piper and Tommy Rich, and 
the forces that have allied themselves with each man, 
threatens to obliterate Georgia wrestling and the careers of 


everyone involved 


HE WORDS THAT come 
from Tommy Rich’s mouth 
have become familiar; the emo- 
tions that drive him have become 
raw and unnerving; the irritant 
can be defined in two words: 
Roddy Piper. 
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It started out as merely an ob- 
noxiously annoying situation: 
Tommy Rich and Roddy Piper ex- 
changing words across the po- 
dium used by Gordon Solie on 
Georgia Championship Wrestling. 

Tommy was standing up for a 


friend, Bob Armstrong, who had 
suffered a great deal of abuse at 
the hands of Piper. Not a man to 
stand for a two-on-one confron- 
tation, Piper invoked the strength 
of his own friendship with Gary 
Hart and called him on the scene. 
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“You listen to me, Piper,” Rich 
sneered, “I’m getting sick and 
tired of you coming out here and 
shooting off your big mouth, go- 
ing out into a match and whip- 
ping somebody like Bob Arm- 
strong with a belt, whipping him 
like a dog. You’re nothing but an 
animal, Piper, and you’re gonna 
get yours, | guarantee you that, 
brother!” 

The inevitable response from 
Roddy Piper was swift and to the 
point. 

“We all know what kind of a 
man Tommy Rich is,’’ said Piper 
condescendingly, ‘‘we all know 
how he’s just so buddy-buddy 
with Bob Armstrong, with Brad 
Armstrong, with all these little 
boys who have nothing better to 
do than to try and build up their 
own egos and their own reputa- 
tions by being seen in the same 
place and on the same television 
screen with the great Roddy 
Piper. But that’s all right, if they 
want to show off their collective 
stupidity, I'll be glad to help 
them, but they don’t need any 
help from me to prove to the 
world what idiots they are!”’ 

As Rich and Piper brought 
their rivalry into the ring, the con- 
test grew to become much more 
than a battle between two 
separate wrestlers... it took on 
proportions of a full-scale war 
with everyone on Georgia wrest- 
ling scene choosing up sides. 

Rich’s match with Piper was 
one of the most closely watched 
battles in years, particularly by 
wrestlers and NWA officials. It 
seemed as if everyone in Georgia 
had a stake in the outcome of the 
match. When both men were 
counted out of the ring, however, 
a final conclusion to their differ- 
ences seemed more remote than 
ever. 

As weeks passed on Georgia 
Championship Wrestling, the 
split between Piper and Rich 
grew even deeper. Dusty Rhodes

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joined the Rich-Armstrong forces 
while Buzz Sawyer and Ole An- 
derson entered the Piper-Hart 
camp. 

Minor differences between 
various wrestlers have been com- 
pletely forgotten as opinions on 
the Piper-Rich controversy grow 
stronger and stronger. Everyone 
wants a piece of the action, and 
so far, everyone seems to be get- 
ting a piece of the action. 

Kabuki, following in the steps 
of his mentor, Gary Hart, has 
allied with Piper. Kevin Sullivan, 
a man whose loyalties appeared 
very unclear for a long time, has 
cast his lot with Tommy Rich. 

In the most surprising move to 
date, Dusty Rhodes has brought 
none other than George ‘The 
Animal” Steele to the area in an 
effort to add overwhelming force 
and power to the anti-Piper cru- 
sade. Steele is a grossly unpre- 
dictable beast who could wreak 
havoc without knowing who or 
what he is destroying in the pro- 
cess. And while Dusty currently

maintains a fair level of control 
over Steele, his explosive nature 
makes him very much of a wild 
card in the situation that con- 
tinues to develop. 

What is most frightening is 


that the Piper-Rich feud has long 
ago transcended any differences 
the two men ever had between 
each other. With every wrestler 
in Georgia making his loyalties 
known, the scene in that state 
has taken on the appearance of a 
full-scale battle royal, a veritable 
world war of wrestling. 

Sadly, it may be the very exis- 
tence of Georgia wrestling that 
hangs in the balance. Any rift this 
deep could easily threaten the 
future of wrestling in the state 
and, as a result, the very careers 
of the wrestlers who have in- 
volved themselves in such a bit- 
ter and volatile confrontation. 

Sad but true, the war among 
wrestlers in Georgia may be so 
far out of control that any ac- 
tions someone might want to 
take, no matter how drastic, 
will have no effect whatsoever 
towards resolving the conflict. 
The war machine is running on 
its Own steam. In such a _ hor- 
rible situation, there can be no 
winner. O 


MORALES VS. VALENTINE 
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Wizard, served to bring the pot of 
stewing emotions to a frenzied 
boil and an awesome series of 
contests soon followed. 

Though Morales always man- 
aged to keep the Intercontinental 
belt, there was never a clear cut 
victor in their rivalry. Matches 
ended in a countout or a disquali- 
fication, usually due to the exces- 
sively violent action that took 
place outside of the ring. Left 
without a final decision, the two 
combatants would return to their 
next match seething with more 
hatred than ever before. 

The long months of heated bat- 
tle culminated on this one night at 


Madison Square Garden. Morales’ 


realized it as he paced in his dress- 
ing room, and the pressure was 


amplified by the fact that con- 


tractual obligations would prevent 
these two men from meeting in 
the ring again for months to 
come. 


“I'm ready for Valentine,”’ 
Morales said, ‘’I’m ready for that 
scum, and I’m ready for any kind 
of action he wants, baby. He’s so 
slimy, he’s slipped away from me 
before, but not tonight, baby, not 
tonight.” 

Morales began to beat his chest 
with closed fists, pumping himself 
up emotionally for the match 
which lay ahead. His eyes 
squinted into twin beads of in- 
tense fury. The word from the 
arena came: It was match time, 
and Morales was more than ready. 

Valentine was ready as well, a 
fact which became evident when 
he took the offensive quickly and 
gained an early advantage. Valen- 
tine grinned as Morales strained 
against his strenuous holds. ‘’The 
Hammer” delivered a devastating 
kneedrop and quickly followed 
with a vise-like headlock. 

An elbow to Valentine's ribcage 
enabled Morales to escape the 


hold, and he was soon on his feet 
goading his challenger and 
acknowledging the roars of the 
crowd. Morales grabbed Valen- 
tine by the hair, but quick reflexes 
allowed Valentine to crush the 
champion into the cornerpost, 
stunning Morales and leaving him 
open to further assaults to the 
steel post. 

Another smash to the corner 
caused Morales to fall to the floor 
surrounding the ring. Valentine 
followed up his attack with a chair 
to the head and Morales seemed 
to be out cold. 

Struggling to reenter the ring, 
Morales grabbed a foreign object 
and smashed it into Valentine’s 
head at least a half a dozen times. 
Reeling from the attack, Valentine 
was left open to a series of kicks 
to the body as Pedro’s strength 
began to serge back.

Valentine attempted to reenter 
the ring, but Morales moved in 
from behind and attacked once 
again, smashing his head into the 
steel barrier that surrounds the 
ring. Valentine collapsed again, 
and Morales reentered the ring to 
the approval of the crowd. 

In defiance of Valentine, 
Morales placed his Intercontinen- 
tal belt in the middle of the ring, 
daring Valentine to come and take

man, Valentine stared at Morales 
through groggy eyes. His legs

were uncertain, his expression 
was blank. The crowd was 
ecstatic. 

Morales held the belt high in the 
air for all to see. The cheers of the 
fans reaffirmed his championship 
status while at the same time pro- 
claiming Valentine the ultimate 
loser. 

Though the record books will 
show a disqualification, a final 
conclusion to the feud was in fact 
reached that night in the Garden: 
Pedro Morales had clearly beaten 
Greg Valentine, and the fans’ 
cheers mean more than the re- 
feree’s pronouncements, any day 
of the week.

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ICK BOCKWINKEL IS a 

man who is noted for planning. 
Prior to each AWA championship 
title defense, Bockwinkel, along 
with his manager, Bobby Heenz.n, 
reviews films of his opponent’s 
recent matches. Strong points are 
observed and counter moves 
discussed. There;is probably not 
another man in all of wrestling who 
prepares himself for a match more 
than Nick Bockwinkel. 

A recent contest against Rick 
Morton was no exception. Still 
considered a rookie, Morton has 
had only a few of his matches 
videotaped, but -Bockwinkel and 
Heenan made sure that they had 
them all. 


Bockwinkel entered the ring as 


he usually does: supremely 
confident of a win and typically 
condescending toward his 
opponent. For a rookie, however, 
Morton also appeared unusually 
sure of himself, particularly in light 
of the fact that he was facinga man 


of the stature and _ notoriety 
of Bockwinkel. 
From the opening bell, 


Bockwinkel had complete control 
of the match. Smashing Morton 
into turnbuckles, bodyslamming 
him, catching him in crushing 
headlocks, Bockwinkel was the 
complete master, displaying 
textbook moves and maintaining 
absolute power over Morton... 


until the 20-minute mark. 

At that point, Morton exploded 
and provided Bockwinkel with 
possibly the most potent challenge 
he has faced in recent months. The 
rookie was all over the veteran, 
whipping Bockwinkel into the 
ropes, catching him in headlocks of 
his own, crushing him by flying off 
the ropes, and carrying the action 
out of the ring. 

Bockwinkel retaliated, but his 
moves never approached complete 
effectiveness. A bodyslam that 
should have opened the way for the 
three-count merely stunned 
Morton for a second.

with everything he had. 

In a rare occurrence for 
Bockwinkel, he was held to a one- 
hour draw by Morton. The result 
stunned the champion and 
delighted Morton, who had only 
been hoping to provide suitable 
Opposition for Bockwinkel. He 
never dreamed that he would be 
able to take Bockwinkel to a draw. 

“I was completely amazed when 
the time limit expired,” said 
Morton. “For the first 20 minutes 
or so, I was getting killer. No doubt 
about it.

As far as I was 
concerned, a draw was as good as 
a victory. 

“To hold a man like 
Bockwinkel,” Morton continued, 
“that’s a feat | never would have 
thought possible, at least not at this 
stage in my career. Maybe I sell 
myself short sometimes, but 
Bockwinkel is good. I felt | had to 
be realistic going into that match. I 
thought that if I could just gain 
control fora while, at least prove to
